f or people to lead their own enquiries than to be spoon-fod * That is why the 
Conta.et branch system wo.s evolved. mdiv iduad ' groups • directing thoir-own 

a ctiv it y# but linked to the main’ body of Contact for the obvious reason of 
m aintaining conta.et with ail other members and branches* Information a.nd ideas 
should flow upwards and downwards - from individuals and branches to the national 
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committee, and thence back to the membership, so that contact is maintainedo The 
me mbers, have as much responsibility as the committee in this, and anv who ajr o*~ 
unwilling to be active in this way- have no room to complain*

EXPERIMENTATION IN E.S .P.

After being frowned on for many years by the. scientific, and especially the 
scientific Soviet Union, the phenomena, of Extra. Sensory Perception are at la.st 
being taken for things that are believed to warrant serious research. This has 
only come about during the spa.ee age, where man will possibly find himself so 
far away from his planet thc.t he will need a. quicker method of communication 
than presently available. 

For this reason, the Soviet Union has made experiments, aiming for results 
that may help them, in inteiplanetary communications when man eventually reaches 
other worlds. Prof. L.L. Va.sil.iev, of the Soviet Academy of Physiology in 
Leningrad University, is leading the Soviet team in their experiments, while in 
the U.S.A., the Assistant Professor of Electrical Engineering at Till one Univer¬ 
sity in N’ew Orleans ha.s done much of the work in his country. The professor 
(UsP. Gadson) believes that no idea, should be ruled out, if it has the possibility 
of showing even the scarcest results in favour of E.S.P. 

But, as always, the elite of 01' England still find it more difficult to 
change their spots than do the rest of the world. As one could witness on the 
recent T.V. programme "Kargin of the Mind", the British scientific bodies seem. 
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to show a ludicrous approach to what is otherwise considered a serious and 
scientific phenomenon. This is not only a question of finding an', answer. It 
is something that is probably one of the most import.ant phenomena, of our a,go 
and all e,gcs before. It ste,nds to reason that bj finding answers ) e„nd 
a.dapting and developing them, we could find a, whole new world opening up before 
us. 

We in Contact could e,nd should make more use of the chances tha.t we have 
in helping towa.rds this goal. In our organisation, we ha-vc people who have 
shown that they are willing to try to find some of the answers. I myself have 
conducted some experiments a,t home, sometimes with success., sometimes without. 
This has led. me to believe that there are some ajnong us who have the faculty 
of telepa/thy, which can be brought out by careful experiments. For this reason 
I ask anyone in Contact xdio is interested in E.S.P • (telepathy, precognition, 
clairvoyance, telekinesis, etc.) to get in touch with me, and perhaps exchange 
some ideas in the field. There are enough members in Contact to form a, nation¬ 
wide research group. Perhaps we may find that YOU are telepathically inclined?

A Somerset Ley Hunt 

During our stay in Glastonbury in early July, Miss Barbara Crump very kindly 
"took my fiancee and myself to sec some of the interestin g ley sit es in the area* 
Proceeding from; Gla.storibury the Wells road runs straight for a^nnTef this was 
later found to align to the south with Dundon Hill (heed of the Gemini or Orion 
figure of the Somerset Zodia.e), and to the north with a, tumulus near PriddJ^ a*** 
cross-roads in West Harptree, and a piece of straight track near Bristol* In 
Glastonbury the line skirts the base of Chalice Hill* We then visited Fenny 
Castle Hill and took alignments on the Tor; there is a ley joining the two. Wo 
then found the ba,so of an ancient cross near there* From here we went to- St* 
Leonard's Church, Rodney Stoke, which dates from 1174 Q -nd has ancient^yew trees 
near* In the Rodney Chapel here both Doris and I had strong humming in our heads 
as we do at some ley centres (though by no- meant- all)* As expected, I found this 
to be a good^ley centr e* It is aligned slightly north of en,st, to align with 
two tumuli north of Wells* Strangely enough, the Rodney Clmpel was only added in 
the 15th centuiy* Fromi here wo continued to Hyland Kill, a main ley-orthotenic 
centre, but found it inaccessible; both Wedmore Church and the Tor were visible 
from the b.ase though*

UFO REPORTS 

January 1st . Bearwood Harboume, Smethwick, 0915 hrs. Mr, & Mrs. Stokes both 
saw an unusual object, disc shaped, which became visibly larger. When at largest 
size it changed to a cigar shape and started to move away. Bright gold colour, 
like sun on metal, travelling from south-east to west. Object was visible fox 5 
minutes, speed unknown, height hard to determine, 

February 9th , Oxford, 0025 hrs, 2 unusual objects seen by Mr, R, Mahrcr and two 
other witnesses. Each object was the seize of a pea, travelling S.W. to S.E,, 
they were starlike and coloured green to white, speed unknown, estimated height 
150 to 200 feet. Distance between objects varied 5 they wefc visible approx, 

5—10 seconds. Witnesses thought it could have been birds lit by street light, 
March 5th , Folkestone, 7*45 P*m, 2 objects seen by Mr, T, J, Hnllett and two 
other witnesses. Objects were starlike and the size of a pea, white colour, 
travelling E. to N.W,, speed and height unknown, visible for 8-9 minutes. 

Early March . Wokingham, between 9 and 10 p,m. Mrs, E, Davies saw an unusual 
object, shaped like a large lampshade, colour orange-red. Height and speed were - 
unknown, but size bigger than a football. Visible for about 30 seconds, going ' . , 
east to west. 

Early Maxch . Folkestone, between 7 and 9 p,m. Mrs. E. Hull saw a bright starlikft 
object with a green and red light. Height unknown, speed very slow, going from 
S.W. to W. and visible for 2 hours. Witness stated that object wan like a high¬ 
flying aeroplane; it was watched through 8 x 30 binoculars, I personally checked 
this out and can quite sa.fcly say it was not an aireraft, helicopter, glider or 
balloon. I cheeked the authorities as report looks very much like an aircraft 
except for its speed. 

E arly March . Densolc, Folkestone, 9 p,m. Mr. P. Taylor saw a. star-shaped object, 
colour white, size of a pea. It was stationary, but flashed all the time. As it 
was stationary, I believe it was a le„rgo star, however, the witness, was correct 
in reporting it and showed how observant he wa,s, 

Ea.rly March . Folkestone, 8,30 p.m, Mr, M, Faye and 2 other witnesses saw a. cigar 
shaped object, size of a. pea-, witness estimated height at 150 miles and speed 1800 
m,p,h. The colour was reddish and it changed brightness, travelling N. to S, and 
visible for about 10 minutes. I query this slightly, e„s it should not ta„kc 10 
minutes to disappear if travelling so fa.st, els o height is impossible to estimate. 
However, the witness saw a very unusual object, which could have been a, UFO, 
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Early March . Folkoatone, 7*^5 P«ni. Mr. J. Sired, saw an unusual object, white, 
size of a pea.. It wo,s stationary, then shot away northwards; visible about, 
one minute. 

April 4th » Leith Hill, Dorking, 8.15 P«nu Mr. P. J. Alison and two witnesses saw 
2 bright white lights, too large for stars, too high'to be ground mounted, and 
static. Visible about 1 minute, people were in a car and when the car emerged 
from behind some trees, objects had disappeared. The main witness is a qualified 
pilot} none of the witnesses thought the objects were reflections. 

April 14th . WJylde Green, Birmingham, 18,20 hrs. Mr. A.S. Rattray, B.Sc saw 3 
large luminous discs gliding along in equilateral 1 triangle formation. One wa,s 
leading, with the other two to the rear in perfect formation. Colour steady and 
golden; objects visible about 20-30 seconds, estimated height 750 feet, cst. speed 
150 m.p.h. The witness spent seven yea.rs in the R.A.F. a.s a meteorological offieei} 
so it was fairly simple for him to work out height and speed. 

April 15th . Warrington, 9*30 p.m. Mr. Holbrook saw a glowing red object, going 
fast, estimated height of aircraft landing. It was visible for about 1.5 minutes. 
April 15th . Cumnor, Oxford, 9*10 p.m. Object, like a big yellowish-white star 
seen by myself and Mr. A. Turner. It was the size of a silver 3d piece, stationary 
but. changed shape and brightness. We watched through 7*50 binoculars, and were 
certain this was not a. sta.r covered by cloud. Visible for 5 minutes, did. not 
reappear although sky clear and the area watched for 2 hours. Object was brighter 
than Venus and none of the R.A.F. or U.S.A.F. stations could identify it. 

April 19th . VJoking, Surrey, 10.33 p.m. Mr. R. W. Butler and 2 vjitnesses saw a 
grey cigar-shaped object, reflecting, and the diameter of a. tennis ball. It 
hovered then gradually faded; height was difficult to determine, but close enough 
to see light from portholes or something similar. It faded quickly, in 3 seconds, 
and the three witnesses thought it was a flying saucer. 

April 21st . Folkestone, 9 o 00 p.m. Mr. P. Norman and one witness saw starlike 
object travelling a-cross the sky, colour white, speed slow and first, then 
quickened} steady course S.E. to N.N.W. This is almost certainly a satellite, but 
I am glr.d it was reported. 

April 25th . The now famous "meteorite". I have studied the reports: very carefully 
and believe it could well have been a, UFO. The authorities sta.ted object was on 
a course S.E. to N.W. (London, Oxford, Gloucester, Ulster). Hoxvever, in fact 
* its course was entirely different; London, Oxford, Glouoestui', Howmi.ry, Rh.e.rf'lom , 
Rotherham, Dundee, Perth and Ulster. Thus it flew S.E. to V/., then headed N. t,o 
Perth, then S.W. to Ireland. It was low over London and Oxford, but high at 
Sheffield, dropping again at Rotherham, then high at Dundee. I cannot, believe 
this we„s a meteor or rocket debris. 

April 25th . Ranmorc, Dorking, Surrey, 10.45 P«m. Mr. and Mrs. R. Alexander saw 
2. discs the size of sixpences. Stationary, visible for J 0-80 seconds from a, 
moving vehicle. 

May 15th . Ranmore, Dorking, 10.20 p.m. Mr. R.I. George saw q. disc-shaped object 
slightly bigger than a heiferown. Colour was bright white, greenish at its nearest 
point. Estimated speed 60 m.p.h.; the object gave a slight whitring sound and a 
pulsating noise. It wo,s on a course N.W. to S.E. 5 visible for about 2 minutes. 

May 18th . 9»20 p.m., Kingston, Surrey. Mr. Stokes saw an unusual light like a 

red beacon light, seemed to be on a blacked out body. Speed about 100 m.p.h., 
height about 5*500 feet. The witness saw a. similar object last November. 

La,st week in May . Anglesey, 6 a,.m. Mr, J. Ha.rdcn saw 6 discs; first, he saw 3 
objects in inverted formation coming from the north; then three more came from 
the ea.st. Three of them appeared to emerge from the sea; they hovered, swaying 
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and. glowing white. They made a no.'mo liko i-oio.o, l>ufc wltnw.a "believed them larger 
than helicopters. Aftoi* nvi'^'O-v. 1 minute they faded away. Wxtnocs mentioned. 

UFOs’ possiuno into vest in nearby R.A.F. station, R. A.F. Valley. 

May 30th « Warliugham, 10 .05 p.m. Mrs. H. Joynson and 2 friends saw an oval 
object with a stem corning from its centre, with a round object on top. Height 
200-400 feet, speed faster than aircraft landing, colour black-grey. It, was 
sharply outlined and about twice the size of a. rugby football. It had a ridge • 
going round it with a red light on it, and similar light on the stem; the latter * 
was blinking. Witness is my niece who knows aircraft well. Local airfields could 
not help, though I cm still awaiting one reply. 

May 31st . Handcross, Sussex, 11.45 P.m. Miss L.C. Every and her fiance saw a 
brilliant orange-red object like a short fat cigar, about twice the size of a 
football, speed and height unknown. Witnesses described it as "like a squashed 
ball." Our local investigator believes this to be a balloon as one had been 
released nearby; I tend to agree, but with reservations, considering the colour. 
July 11th . Silchester, Hampshire, 10.p.m. Miss Goddard saw a golden sphere 
fly quickly across the sky in a S. W. direction, towards, Cottington’s Hill, a 
major ley point in the area (hilltop clump). 

INTERNATIONAL UFO REPORTS 

We .arc trying to organise the international side, so far we have reports from 
South Africa, Australia and Puerto Rico; I am hoping to establish contact with 
Now Zealand, Brazil, U.S.A., Canada, some communist countries, Sweden, France, 
Holland, Germany and some South American countries. We thank Skywatch magazine 
and Evelyn von Vloten of Contact (South Africa), Mrs. D. Simpson of Victoria, 
Australia, N. Rigan of Contact, (Puerto Rico) and the Hon. Brinsley Le Poer Trench. 

June 1st 1968 . Durban, S. Africa, 6 a.m. Mr. and Mrs. Van der Walt saw a 
pinkish-red circular object which gradually faded, height about 1,500 feet. 

June 1 st 1968 . Durban, 10.30 a.m. Dr. and Mrs. Du.va. 1 , travelling in. car, saw a 
bright silvery object, stationary and silent, which appeared and disappeared 3 
times, seen in same position for 1. minute each time. Apparent size of full moon. 
June 14th. 1968 . Park Renie, South Coast, Natal, S.A., 5*30 p.m. Miss M. Blarney" 
ssw an object travelling fast southwards, which suddenly stopped and gave off 
white rays. It changed colour to red, blue and green, boecjne triangular, then 
circular, then darted off. It did this several times and was seen for about 45 

minutes. It had lights on both ends which made it appear elongated. 

June 20th 1968 . Krugorsdorp, Transvaal, S.A. Mr. Gerri Naude saw a UFO between 
9 and 11 a.m. It went through several motions; remained still, accelerated, 

moved up and down; the light sometimes went out and the colour changed from .dull 

red to bright red. No sound, duration - 3 - hour. Many saw it and one saw it break 
up end explode into blue-violet light. 

July 5th. 1968 . Northern Cape, Orange Free State and Transvaal, S.A. A yellowish 
white to orange UP0 was seen over m c any towns this afternoon and evening. It had. 
a dark pa/tch in the centre; approx, size 10-13 feet diameter. Some saw it going 
slowly and hovering; a South African airline pilot saw it near Jagersfontein. 
People in Bethlehem se,w it hovering at a height of approx. 6,000 feet and going 
slowly, others said it was gcoing quickly. 

January 9 th, 1969 . Ladysmith, S.A., 4.17 a.m. Mrs. Let Human saw a deep red 
rectangular object, corners rounded, going south very fa,st; sound like distant 
thunder was heard. 

January 19th . Himevillo, S.A., 4*17 a.m. Two skywatchers in a group of 8 saw 
an object about 10 times the size of Jupiter, like a firework, travelling W. to E.

white, electric Mun, yellow? then burnt out. Visible 5 to 6 seconds. 

M c^JLlih* Sa wyors Valley, Australia. Objects seen by Mrs. J. Walpole, her 16- 
ycar-old son and a press reporter. It was light orange, like a big st.-a-,. u t, pl ,<vi t 
then moved. It then repeated this? after 20 minutes it changed direction sharply 
and disappeared. R. A.A.F. confirm it was not aircraft movement. 

May 20th . Melbourne, Australia, 4 a.m. to 8.15 a.m. A professional photographer 
took 13 photos of a UFO which appeared 3 nights running. No particular shape, 
silvery white, $00 times brighter than any star. 5 other witnesses. 

May 23rd . Lake Grace, Australia, 2.45 a.m. Objects seen by people in different, 
areas? one lit up the area a truck driver was unloading in? he drove off, the 
object followed. Estimated size 40 ft x 30 ft. Another person saw a very 
bright object, about 20 ft. diameter, about 500 ft. up? it hovered for about 15 
minutes then disappeared upwards. Another saw an object like a bright headlamp 
which rose from a clump of trees to about 1,500 ft., in view for 1 hour, then it 
rose above clouds. Several people sa„w a.n oval object the size of a bus, visible 
for 2 nights running. 

June 21 sb (Internationa.! Flying Saucer Sighting Lay ). Drakensburg Mountains, 
Durban, S.A., 9»45 p»m. Clear sky with moon visible, for 2 hours an object 
the size of Venus wa.s seen near the highest peak. Did not move? it appeared as 
darkness fell. Had a, pulsating light a„nd 5 radiating points. The one left 
watching the sky (Beverly Hobbs) went inside to put a cup down, a„nd when she 
returned it had gone. Only then did they realise it was unusual. The mountain 
it was seen near is known a.s "The Mountain of Moving Lights"- in the Basuto 
language. The witness kept thinking of a recent story from Lsotho where a native 
girl saw a UFO 3 times since 1966. The first was a circular craft which landed 
with 3 figures visible in the windows? figures dressed in white robes. They 
smiled and she lost her fear, then they turned and she saw a red garment on 
their ba.cks. She had another sighting some years later, and this June saw a 
large cylindrical craft, with lights darting towards and away from it. Thinking 
herself bewitched, she was going to a witch' doctor to be exorcised, then met 
Philip Human and his wife, who are getting a taped account. Observers of the 
June 21st UFO were Beverly and Brian Hobbs, aged 20 and 23» 

June 21st . Puerto Rico (San Juan). Carl Gatsby aged 34 saw a light, brighter 
than a, star, for 2 hours. Intense bluish-white, like a neon sign, occasional 
reddish glow on one side. It stood still occasionally, then speeded up. Changed 
shape and brightness "like a cat's eye" (??) Observer went to sleep while UFO 
still visible? no sound, estimated 30,000 ft. altitude. A friend with a telescope 
saw it as a cigar with four lights revolving outside. 

STOP PRESS Daring the recent moon shot T.V. coverage, I heard one of the astro¬ 
nauts say "What's tha/t?" to be followed by a "Sshl" (which may have been sta.tic) • 

I did not hear this on any future recordings, and a friend mentioned something 
similar he heard during a space shot. I would be interested to hear if anyone 
else heard this or anything similar - J.G.
